Popkin advances the theory that 
Oswald and a look-alike who 
often posed as Oswald were 
members of a group who en- 
gineered the assassination. The 
educator believes that there is 
considerable evidence indicating 
that the look-alike, and not 
Oswald fired some of the shots 
and another assassin fired from 
the knoll above the site of the 
Dallas tragedy. 

In the introduction to the book, 
columnist Mprray Kempton said 
the Warren Commission report 
has been so discredited “as to 
leave itts case much less plaus- 
ible than Popkin’s theory.” 
Kempton said the new book 
“sets us to traveling towards 
terrible unknowns.”
